As Eſau, Abſolon, and Herode, vvers 
cotrupt and brayneſicke, not onely 
by meanes of vicious humors, vvhich 
themſtlues augmented with hatre 
anger, enuye, hope of honoure and 
glorye, deſire of reuengement : but 
the diuill with his malice incenſed } 
them more and more, in ſuche ſorte

that they thinke vppon nochings 1 
but of ſpoyle, rapine ,marther e ;

| Beſides theſe inconueniences of the 
mynde,throughe mixture of humors, 
manne eyther enioyeth health, or is 
yexed vvith ſickeneſſe. For vyhen 
the ſtomacke is oppreſſed, the lyuer 
muſte needes be oute of quiet, the 
hart is vveakened, & the powres of the 
brayne muſt nedes be hindred. And it 
often tymes chaũceth ypon ſmall oc- 
calions, in raſhe diltemperature, ſo- 
den death enſueth ? as it happened in 
Valentinian the Emperour, who com-

ming from a banquet and ouerla- mr, 
den vvith meate and drinke, vrhiles 


he vvas aunſwearing certaine Am- 
baſſadours, the blood ſodenlye gou- 
ſhed oute of his mouth and he gaue 


vp the ghoſte. And Attila that 1 Attila, 


ty king of the Goathes, vvho car- 
ryed fyue hundered thouſande men 
in the feelde, and vvithin tenne yeres 
almoſt oppreſſed Fraunce, Germany, 


and Italy, and therefore vvas named 


te 1 e ebe cou of god: when 
no forren enemy could vanquiſhe him 
inte feelde, he deſtroyed hym ſelfe 
a | G.ij. in 
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Of the immortalitie 


in his Palace and bedde chamber in 
peace, yelding himſelfe to moſt hurte- 
full enemies, drunkenes, gluttony, & 
lechery. For hauing many wiues accor- 


ding to the countrey, he yet maried a 
yong woman named Hildico, the king 
of Bactrians daughter: In vvhich ma- 


riage, he ſo inflamed his body vvith iu- 
ſting and other exerciſes vſuall at ſuch 
times, but eſpecially vvith ſurfeting, 
drinking, and lechery, that as he ſlept 
in his bedde at night, the blood brake 


oute of his mouth vvith greate abun- 


dance, & ſo he died by the iuſt iudge- 
ment of god, chooked with his blood 
that was neuer ſatiſſied vvith ſneding 
of blood. Even ſo Edwin king of Brit- 
taine vvith dronkeneſſè and lecherie, 
ſpoyled him ſelſe. And Edvxarde the 
0 of Englande, indũed with ma- 
ny noble yertues, as vyell in vvarre as 
in peace, obſcured the ſame vvith 
that vnbrydled appetite of carnalitie, 
and intemperancy : vvhereby he ha- 


ſtened his ovvne ende, to the great ſo- 


rowe and calamity of his countrey. 


We learne then by the nnn i 


—_—— 
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all ſuche as are giuen to diſorder in 
their affections and actions, do deſtroy 
their bodyes and ſoules, beeing the 
beutifull houſes of iuſtice, and are vio- 
lent and rebellious againſt their crea» 
tor. Heraclitus was Wonte to ſaye:a 
drye ſpirite is a vvyſe mynde . And 
whiche is more lamentable, they doe 
not onelye procure diſeaſes vnto 
them ſelues, and in the ende their 
owne death, as Galene ſayth: Thoſe 
men cannot lyue long, whoſc delig ht and tyfe 
it in their ter & diſbes But there- 
vvit hall they deſtroy the handieworke 
of God in n hindering and 
quenching thoſe diuine actions, vher- 
by God hathe appointed his honour 
and glory to bee deriued amongſt 
mortall menne. And becauſe their 
belly is their God as the Apoſtle ſaith, 
let the aſſuredly know and imprinte 
in their memory, that for theſe * 
rouſe and beaſtlye conditions, they 
ſhall ſuſtaine the rormentes of hell 
fe, vnleſſe they repent. Seeing then 
mannes nature is contente vvithe 
4 fevye thinges : And if vre oppreſſe 
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that honeſte contentation , eyther 
yvith thynges ſuperfluous or delici- 
uos,we hurt & oppreſſe the body and 
ſoule: Let vs perſvvade oure (clues 
that the very conueniency and dig- 
nity of oure members, doe ſhewe and 
appoynt vnto vs a wholeſome and 
laudable meane in all oure life, which 
is molte acceptable and pleaſant vn- 
to God, whereby the temple of God 
builded in manne, maye be kepte im- 
polurre and he celebrate and ſerue 
is creator throughoute all eterni- 
ties. Allwhiche thinges becauſe we 
are 2dmoniſhed by the diligent con- 
ſideration of the place of the ſoule, 
and his powers in mannes bodye, 
no reaſonable manne wyll accompre 
this trace thereof eyther vnproſi- 
table, or impartinent to this my pur- 
poſe. And hitherto I haue intreated 
of the ſoule, as it is ioyned and knit 
vnto the bodye: In whiche diſcourſe, 
the vnſpeakeable goodnes of God 
brightlye ſhineth in the creation of 
the ſoule: Yea and of whole manne 
allo, beeing an excellent and diuine |

creature: Hereafter I will ſpeake of 
the ſoule as it is ſeperated from the 
body. 

The reaſonable ſoule beeing diſ- he ſoule

As ifa manne take 
onelye a candle oute of a lanterne, 
he taketh but the lyghte oute of the 
lanterne, and putteth not oute the 
candle: And then the lanterne is full 
of datkeneſſe, by reaſon of the light 
remoued, but the candle caſteth lighte 
more cleerely and brightly : Euen ſo 
the ſoule departing from the claye 
and earthly bodye, lyueth and mo- 
ueth afteryyarde more freely and bliſ- 
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. Of the Immortalitie 
We finde in the ſcripture mention 


of the death of the ſoule, as it is writ 


ten, T hou ſhalt dye the death : and alſo of 


the ſecond death, which hath relation 
vnto the ſoule: Yet moſt aſſuredly it is 


immortall in Subſtaunce, and death is 
to be ynderſtaded of the ſtate, cõditiõ, 


or qualitie of the ſoule. And whereas 


Cod him ſelfe is the life of the Soule, 


ſurely the death of the ſame is no- 
* thing els but to be forſaken of God, 


and to be left vnto him ſelfe, to runne 
into deſperation, which is a very death 


of the ſoule, and ſo to be caſt into hell 


tormentes: And yet it liueth in eſ- 
ſence or Subſtaunce: but becauſe it li- 
veth miſerably, that miſerable life is

As Cato, who (as 
Cicero reporteth) reioyced that he had 
occaſion offered to kill him ſelfe. And 
it is re ported of Cleombrotus,that at- 
ter he had read Plato his booke of the 
Soule, he immediatly threvv him ſelfe 
from the toppe of a wall into the mid- 
dle of the Sea: with ſuche a deſire was 
he enflamed by reading of that booke 
to enioy the bleſſed and heauenly lyfe: 
whoſe examples notwithſtanding in 
killing them ſelues, are not to be tol- 
lowed in any reſpect

AmongſtPhiloſophers of any name 
there are two onely that haue left as it 
were, capital & deadly ſenteces againſt

places diuineSreueret ſpeches of ds epiſt.5 5. 
maieſty: yet in the cõſolatiõ of himſelf It de c5/6- 
& his trend, he vttreth very groſly his /arione ad 
carnal opiniõ in this matter: &for wit Ai. 
of othet effectuall cõſolations agaynſt 
the terrors of death, he thinketh it the 
beſt to ſay, I bere is no ſence or feeling of ſ- 
rome in death, therfore death is not endl. As Plin. li. 7. 
fot Plinic his ſentẽce it 1s neither mar- cap.55. 
neled at, nor much u eighed, for he that 
thought impiouſly of god him ſelſe & Item Ii. 3. 
his prouidence, coulde not write any cap. 7. 
thing eyther of the ſoule or of his Im- 
mortalitie. Would to God he had now 
a days no folowers,and that as men do 
both ſee that Plynie hatherred aſvyell 
in matters of manners as of nature, & 
giue place vnto better opinions, they 
wold alſo in this matter as litle eſteme 
him, ſeeing that he ſtriueth agaynſt all 
that is called god, againſt prouidence,

eſpecially for that he was borne in the 
tyme of Socrates, But how much more 
haue we cauſe for euet & euer to mag- 
nifie his maieſty, that hath formed vs 
men, & not monſters: not miſcreants 
and Paynims, but his owne children a. 
dopted by the blood of his ſonne Ie. 
ſus Chriſt, not Athenians, but inhabi- 
tants of the heauenly Ieruſalem, and 
citizins of the ſaintes, & of the houſe 
of God: Not in the tyme of Socra- 
tes, but of Chriſte, not vnder the la we, 
but in the tyme of grace. For the 
whiche cauſes Dauid exhorteth vs to 
prayſe our God, ſaying : Prayſe ye the. 

Lorde all ye nations, prayſe him all ye pe-

of the Soule. Ta Fol. Co. 
ple , for his mercy is ſtrengthened auer vs, 
and the truth of tbe Lorde remayneth for e- 
ner. But to returne to Plato his argu- 
ments, vyhereby hee endeuoureth to 
proue the immortalitie of the ſoule: 
ou ſhall vnderſtande that many are 
collected by Cicero, moo by Lactan- 
tius, and moſte of all hy Mercilius 
Ficinus. But becauſe many of them 
are rather philoſophicall, then popu- 
lar, Iwill vſe onely at this tyme ſuch 
as are vvithin the capacitie of the vul- 
gar: For thoſe that are full of ſchale 
poyntes, are more fitte for another 
j++ Ao 
Plotinus rehearſeth foure argu- 
mentes, for proofe of the immorta- 
litie ol the ſoule : Fyrſte the ſoule is 
ſeperable and diuerſe from the bo- 
dye : For it beareth rule ouer the 
bodye, and vvithſtandeth carnall aſ- 
ſections. Secondly the ſoule doth be- 
holde and knovve diuyne thinges : 
Whiche nothing can doe, but that 
'S whiche is by nature diuine and cele- 
ſtiall. Thirdly it hathe a continuall 
deſire. of enioying heauenly thynges,

And in reſpect heereof, ſome thinke 
that Ariſtotle called the ſoule Entele. |} 
ciheian, to witte, a continuall mocion 
ot his ovvne povver. This Argument 


with this interior & peculiar mocion. 
that is not proper to man onely, bot 
common with al brute —— *

he mightaſwell gather that the ſdule 
or liſe ot brute beaſtes are immortall. 
Moreouer this argument aſcribing the 
origine of motions to Soules, taketh 
the ſame from God: and therewithall 
ſekineth to affyrme that they had no 
beginning at all. Whoſe confutation 
is moſte many feſt in the holye ſcrip- 
ture, which ſayth in expreſſe vvordes, 
that ir him we line and our beeing. 
S. Auguſtin alſo denieth that the ſoule 
eyther is or hath his mouing of him- 
ſelfe, but of God only, Wher fore ſeing 
there is no ſuch force in this argumẽt 
j as the Platoniſte: would ſeeme to col- 
ta, I letiir paſſe as one of the com- 
mon number: and vvyll novve ſpeci- 
ie thoſe three argumentes, which that 
worthy man & light of our time h- 
lip Melancthon hath ſelected, and eſ. 
*pecially made choyce of, which muſte 
needes worke mightely in the mindes 
of thoſe that are religious in deede, & 
wil leaue vehement perſyvaſions in the 
mindes of all honeſt Natures: The firſt 
ent is after this maner.

We ſecin this vvorlde many honeſte 
and vertuous men to be murdered of 
theeues and Tyrantes: and agayne we 
ſee wicked and vngodly men to flou- 
tiſne and proſper. Seeing then that 
there is Prouidence in God, there 
muſte needes bee another life, vhere- 
in the good and godly men ſhall en- 
joy bleſſedneſſe, and the wicked and 
yngodly ſhall be in wofulneſſe. 

This Argument is handled largely 
by the auncicnt Fathers: In deede it 
is of great vvcight and force in the 
Church of God: the efficacie or ra- 
ther effect thereof is more apparant, 
if vvee ſet before onre the ex- 
amples of holy menne in the Church 
{ of God, For it is impoſsible that 
ſuche ſhoulde bee neglecied of God, 
whome he hath declared vvyth ma- 
nifcſt teſtimonies to bee beloued and
